CONDENSED NEWS, 


WASHINGTON' CITY, Oct. 2S,—-The director 


of tho mint in his annual report for tho last 
fiscal year says: Tho deposits of gold eUirit^ 
tlio year amounted to 5JG,32u',G79, of which 
more than .?2'J,OUO,000 woro of domestic pro 
duction. Tho silver purchased for coinage 
and deposited for bars amounted at its 
coinaso value to $30,020,290, o£ Jwhicli moro 
than ful,000,009 wero of domestic produc* 
tiun. Tho total valuo of gold and silver do 
posited and purchased, including ore do- 
posits, was 557,033,103, being about tho same 
as during tho previous year. Tho coil 
amounted to $57,SSO,921, of which f 27,032,32-1 
wero gold, $28,773,357 silver (tho latter, 
except about fO~3,000 in silver dollars), and 
$1,17-1,909 of minor coins. Tho coinage of 
gold was about $8,000,000 loss than durin; 
tho previous year. In addition to tho coin- 
ago executed for tho government 51,000,090 
in silver were struck at tho San Francisco 
mint for the Hawaiian government. Bo- 
sides the manufacture of coin, gold bars o£ 
tho value of $23,i>70,5$(3, and silver bars of 
the valuo of $7,039,721 woro prepared at tho 
mints and assay offices. Gold bars woro paid 
out in exchange for gold coin during tlio 
year under tho provisions of tho act of May
